Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/6/05 have been folly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the Osawa reference fails to disclose a control to change the 
impedance of the selectively variable impedance in response to an input common on an audio 
cassette player (claim 32/35). The claim language fails to limit what is meant by "a control". 
The claim language is interpreted and considered based upon the broadest interpretation, thus 
making the "control signal processing circuit" supports the claim control wherein fonctions are 
in connection with an inq)edance adjusting circuit. The subject change of the impedance 
adjusting circuit is inherent as evident by the fact that impedance is based on the control signal 
processing circuit for the driving the power (off and/or on) of a cassette player to enable a CD 
player to operate, wherein the CD player indicates a remote device. The operation of the 
following components, the impedance adjusting circuit, the control signal processing circuit 
coupled to the cassette player are used together enable the fonction of the CD player, thus 
providing inherency that change occurs in the impedance between an off and on stage of CD 
player. 

Regarding the arguments of claim 34, the applicant argues that claimed sensor is not 
disclosed in Osawa. Osawa discloses detection means that are used in response to the control 
signal, which is synchronized with the operation of the cassette player, and cassette operate in 
relation to the impedance adjusting circuit. Thus, a sensor and a detector or detection means are 
synonymous to each other.
